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Montana  elementary  and 
high  school  teachers  can 
earn  money  for  learning  about 
the  Holocaust  or  the  Islamic  re- 
surgence in  the  Middle  East  by 
taking  the  Montana  Committee 
for  the  Humanities  Summer 
Seminars  for  Teachers  to  be 
offered  in  Bozeman  and  Billings. 

"This  is  an  opportunity  for 
teachers  tn  Montana  to  come  to- 
gether with  humanities  scholars 
and  to  take  new  ideas,  teaching 
skills  and  a  deeper  understand- 
ing of  major  Jields  of  study  back 
to  their  students,"  says  MCH 
Director  Margaret  Klngsland. 

Participating  teachers,  who 
can  earn  graduate  credit  for  the 
seminars,  will  receive  a  $200 
stipend.  Teachers  who  must  relo- 
cate to  attend  a  seminar  may 
receive  as  much  as  an  additional 
$400  to  cover  their  expenses. 


The  Holocaust:  Facing 
History  and  Ourselves  will  be 
June  21  -  July  15  at  Montana 
State  University.  Montana  State 
University  assistant  professor  of 
history  Joanne  Kuemmerlin- 
McLean  will  lead  the  seminar, 
which  will  focus  on  the  history  of 
the  Holocaust  and  its  psychologi- 
cal and  moral  questions. 

The  seminar  consists  of  four 
parts.  The  first  will  examine  the 
historical  background  necessary 
to  the  understanding  of  the  roots 
of  the  Holocaust.  The  second 
will  investigate  the  ghetto  period 
and  the  methods  of  survival 
developed  under  increasingly  in- 
humane conditions.  The  third 
will  focus  on  the  "final  solution." 
The  fourth  section,  the  most 
extensive,  will  deal  with  several 
broader  issues,  such  as  the 
responsibility  of  the  inter- 
national community,  the 
responsibility  of  Individuals  for 
their  actions,  how  we  "live"  with 
the  Holocaust,  and  what  we  learn 
from  It. 

Teachers  will  also  explore 
ways  they  can  include  In- 
struction about  the  Holocaust  in 
their  classes.  The  seminar  will 
be  of  Interest  to  teachers  of  histo- 
ry, literature,  ethics,  psychology, 
sociology  and  social  studies. 

Islamic  Resurgence:  Prospects 
and  Implications  for  U.S.  Policy 
in  the  Middle  East  will  be  July  14 
-  August  11  at  Eastern  Montana 
College.  Eastern  Montana 
College  history  professor  Mum- 
taz  Fargo  will  lead  the  seminar, 
which  he  says  will  cover  the 
Islamic  revival  and  militancy 
that  has  swept  the  Muslim  world. 


This  seminar's  focus  will  be 
upon  the  origin,  development  and 
implications  of  these  twin  phen- 
omena. U.S.  foreign  policy  in  the 
Middle  East  In  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury will  be  discussed  also.  This 
seminar  will  be  of  general  interest 
to  all  educators  and  of  particular 
Interest  to  teachers  of  social 
studies,  history,  political  science, 
tntematlonal  relations,  sociology 
and  geography.

NEH  Grants  $304,278  to  MCH 


The  Montana  Committee  for 
the  Humanities  received  a  grant 
of  $304,278  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities 
for  the  twelve-month  period 
November  1.  1987  through  Octo- 
ber 31,  1988. 

By  the  end  of  February,  1988, 
the  MCH  had  regranted  all  funds 
available  for  public  humanities 
projects  during  this  fiscal  year  -- 
an  unusual  situation  caused 
mainly  by  Centennial  funding 
pressures. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the 
Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  has  received  extra- 
ordinary requests  for  grant  funds 


for  Centennial  projects  due  to  the 
State's  failure  to  allocate  suffi- 
cient funds  to  support  Centennial 
programming. 

Several  years  ago,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  this  problem,  the  MCH 
concluded  that  Centennial  grants 
would  be  most  effective  if 
awarded  to  projects  that 
developed  humanities  materials 
for  usage  throughout  the  state. 

The  centerpiece  of  this  effort 
Is  The  Last  Best  Place,  a 
definitive  anthology  of  Montana 
writing.  The  collection  Is  the  first 
attempt  to  broaden,  update  and 
honor  the  richness  of  Montana 
writing    since    Joseph    Kinsey 


Howard's  Montana  Margins. 
Video  and  audio  programs  de- 
rived from  the  anthology  have 
also  been  funded  by  MCH. 

The  Montana  Committee  for 
the  Humanities  wUl  continue  to 
meet  monthly  to  review  requests 
when  small  amounts  of  funding 
become  available  as  current 
projects  are  completed  --  if 
sponsors  have  funds  remaining. 

Generally,  each  year  approxi- 
mately $10,000  -  $15,000 
"trickles"  back  and  can  be 
regranted.

May  2  Deadline  for  NEH/Reader*s  Digest 
Teacher-Scholar  Program 


As  part  of  its  effort  to  improve 
the  content  and  quality  of 
humanities  education  in  the 
nation's  schools,  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities 
in  partnership  with  a  fund 
established  by  DeWitt  Wallace,  a 
founder  of  Reader's  Digest,  has 
instituted  a  new  program  for 
elementary  and  secondary  school 
teachers. 

Under  the  Teacher-Scholar 
Program,  fifty-three  teachers 
from  around  the  nation  will 
receive  support  for  an  academic 
year    of   full-time    independent 


study  in  history,  literature, 
foreign  languages,  and  other 
disciplines  of  the  humanities. 

The  Teacher-Scholar  Program 
is  grounded  in  the  conviction  that 
students  benefit  most  when 
teachers  have  a  mastery  of  their 
disciplines  and  are  themselves 
actively  engaged  in  learning. 

The  program  is  designed  to 
give  recipients  an  opportunity  to 
spend  a  year  increasing  their 
understanding  of  texts,  topics  and 
issues  central  to  the  subjects  they 
teach. 


The  program  grants  one 
award  to  each  state,  the  District 
of  Columbia,  Puerto  Rico  and  the 
U.S.  Virgin  Islands  and  is 
Intended  to  replace  the 
applicant's  sabbatical  pay  up  to 
the  amount  of  the  academic  year 
salary.  The  stipend  may  be  as 
high  as  $27,500  and  may  be 
supplemented  by  other  grants  or 
sabbatical  support  to  equal  the 
recipient's  1988-89  salary. 

An  award  of  $500  will  also  be 
given  to  purchase  books  for  the 
teacher's  school  and  a  $500 
honorarium  for  a  mentor,  should 
the  recipient  elect  to  work  with 
an  expert  in  his  or  her  field  of 
study.
